THEIR »FIGHTING SPIRIT GONE 


Confirmed Reports Have It That the 


Disorganized Turkish Army Is Panic 


Stricken at Continued Successes of 


Armies of Allies Approaching From 


the North, and Are in No Condition 


to Support the Banner of Islam. 


London, Oct. 29.— W ithin sixty miles 
o f Constantinople, the Bulgarian army 
lias 
flung 
o ut 
across 
the 
Orien­ 
tal railroad that runs into the Otto ­ 
ma n capital, blown up a bridge at To 
kerkesskcuf and destroyed all co mmit 
nioation along the road to Adrianople. 
It remains for the Turks, now either 
to fight or surrender. There are sorrn 
160.000 of them surrounded 
by the 
fighters of the little state in the coun­ 
try between Lule Burgas and Baba 
Eski. captured by the Bulgars on Sat 
urday. 
No t o nly has their retreat along the 
ra i'ro a d been cut off, but Adrianople 
with its garrison of 60,000 will fall 
within a few da y s, according to the 
o pinio ns o f the strategists who have 
fo llo wed this war. 


Turkish Troops Demoralized, 


The retreat of that garrison in case 
success again crowns the Bulgarian 
arms would naturally be In the* direc­ 
tion of Demnika to the south, but the j 
crafty Bulgarian generals, foreseeing 
this, have cut off the Turks from fha* 
hope and the garrison would seem to 
be bottled as neatly as one could wish. 
The correspondents at the Bulgarian 
headquarters say that the heavy losses 
suffered by the Turks in the fighting 
round about Adrianople has demoral­ 
ised the Tnrks.

Prohibition of contributions by any 
"tru st,” large or small, or any corpora­ 
tion to presidential, senatorial or con­ 
gressional campaign funds. 
Prohibition 
of 
large 
“ individual” 
; contributions to such campaigns from 
any officer or director of any corpora­ 
tion. 
Publication of campaign receipts by 
all candidates, including presidential, 
to occur four times during and thirty 
or sixty days after the nomination or 
prim ary campaign and during or after 
the general election. 
Lim itation of the size of contribu­ 
tions from individuals— some senators 
favor $10.000 as the limit, others favor 
$5 ,0 0 0 . 
Publication of how every cent in any 
campaign was spent— the names of re­ 
cipients and detailed explanations of 
the purposes— twice during the pri­ 
mary and general election campaigns. 
Prison sentences as well as heavy 
fines for campaign officials who break 
the law. 
Adjustment of the law so as to cover 
both the convention and primary nom­ 
inating systems for presidential and 
all other candidates. 
To impose on each presidential can­ 
didate knowledge of the amount and 
sources of his financial support by re­ 
quiring the candidate's certification to 
the statement of his finances. 
To require not only national cam 
paign managers, but state, federal and 
even ward or precinct managers to re­ 
port the money received or spent. 
Strict accounting of all campaign 
promises of appointments or political 
rew ards. 
One member of the committee has 
suggested the possibility of the crea­ 
tion of a federal bureau of elections 
to supervise the administration of a 
federal corrupt practice act.

A m on g the acts of his s e ­ 
verity which w ere condem ned by Euro­ 
pean nation-* as x\’e!l as by coiiserxa* 
lix rs in tiii- north, wore certain «»rdors 
issued in May relating to w om en and 
tlie execution in .June of a citizen for 
hauling dow n the I nited States flag 
It w a s rumore«I throughout the su m ­ 
m er that President Lincoln had deei«i 
ed upon his rem oval. 
About this tim e the C onfederates put 
in operation tt plan to recapture New 
«»rloans. thus disposing <»f Butler. G en­ 
eral Ri«*hard rTaylor, ‘-on of Za* bury 
Taylor of Jiexienn w ar fame, had taken 
com m and of the Confederate forces in 
w estern Louisiana* 
Taylor prepared to 
d efen d the d istrict w est of the M issis­ 
sippi river b etw een New Orleans and 
Baton 
Rouge 
until 
he could 
gather 
strength to attack and recover the city 
itself. 
M eanw hile B u tler had organized a 
reserve brigade led by General Godfrey 
NVeitzel, and in October he sent it fi* 
d islod ge Taylor from the w est bank of 
tb«* river. 
E scorted by five wooden 
gunboats NV'eitzel’s forces moved up the 
river to Donaldsonville. 
H astily laud­ 
ing. NVeitzel m an-lied t<* meet the *ui- 
em y a few m iles inland. 
T aylor had 
stationed a brigade at Labadieville un­ 
der com m and of General Alfred Mou 
t«»n. 
NVeitzel 
found three regim ents 
and tw o batteries in line and promptly* 
attacked tlie position. 
The affair was 
sh o rt. but spirited, ami ended in the re­ 
treat 
of 
Montou 
from

NV'eitz«*l lost P2 m en and Mouton 199, 
including prisoners.
